The French foreign office has 


admitted the occupation of Frankfurt. 
The occupation of the 


two cities was carried out simultaneously at five o'clock this 
morning. The French general commanding the army of occu- 
pation has issued a proclamation in which he declares that, "we 
do not come as conquerors but to restore order". Telegraph, 
telephone and mails are under a strict military censorship, news- 
papers are not permitted to publish and violation of the martial 
law is punishable by court martial. 
Dispatches indicated that 


the French met with no opposition, they finding only the local 
police in^harge of the situation in both cities and these accepted 
military rule and are being kept in their posts. 


Communists are quite active in the Essen district and looting 


is still the order of the day there. German troops are said to 
have advanced within fifteen miles of the Communists to the 
northwest of Essen. 
In the Frankfurt and Darmstadt regions 


not more than five people can meet in assembly and ail weapons 
except those in the hands of local police are to be handed into the 
garrison by one-thirty this afternoon.

able to George B., two died. The rest 
recovered, but two of them were left 
with permanent deafness. 


There were 17,717 cases of diphthe- 


ria in Pennsylvania in 1019. 1833 died. 


Except for antitoxin snore than 7000 


would have died. 


If all had been diagnosed early and 


given full doses of antitoxin, 
few- 


would have died. 


Dipththeria may be carried by the 


finest spray of spit coughed Into the 
air of a room, or talked or laughed 
into the face of another by one who 


j Has the disease or carries the germs 
In his month or throat. 


It may bo carried from hand to hand; 


by means of towels, common drinking 
cups or pencils; by a shared apple, 
common spoon or piece of chewing 
gum. 


Every case of sore throat In children 


should be seen by a doctor; sore throat 
should betreason enough to keep the 
4-hlld away from others and for having 
everything he touches boiled or tho- 
roughly washed with an antiseptic; and 
for those who attend him to wash 
their hiiitds-most carefully after they 
have touched him. Full doses of anti- 
toxin are given when in doubt. Croup" 
in young babies should suggest pos- 
sibility of diphtheria. 


Quarantine should be begun when 


diphtheria is suspected. 


The premises labled when the diag- 


nosis is reasonably assured. 


These simple |neasures if universally 


adopted^ will jdrive diphtheria from 
Pennsylvania and save hundreds of 
children in the next twelve months. 


After the sixth month practically all 
Infants can catch diphtheria. 
After 
ths tenth year many children are im- 
mune. The Schick test which is made 
by injecting a minute quantity of tox- 
in Into the skin, shows whether or not 
a person can catch the disease. If lie 
can catch ir, he can be permanently 
protected by Toxin-antitoxin injec- 
tions. 


If a person has been exposed to 
diphtheria and is given at least a 
thousand units of antitoxin he will not 
catch the disease, and is protected 
against it for three weeks. 
Antitoxin is safe. Those with asth- 
ma, or who are made sick by being 
near horses, or who are feeble should 


j first be given a small dose, before th« 


full quantity is injected.

out his own plans of most efficiently 
disti ibuting sustenance to the great- 
est number of people at the last in- 
convenience to those at home.

Hoover's is the square solidly-set 


jaw; his> are the bright, piercing eyes; 
the broad, high forehead, capped by 
short and almost stubby hair; and me-

mouth. His shoulders are broad and 
'lite body is built stoutly. 
His 185 


pounds rest comfortably on sturdy 
but short legs. 


The man who avows he's not a can- 


didate, and is. alternately claimed and 
rejected by both parties, got his start 
August 10, 1874, at West Branch, 
Iowa, a way station on the Rock Is- 
land railroad between Cedar Rapids 
and Burlington. 
When he was four 


years old his father died, and four 
yeara later the mother, who was a 
pious Quaker preacher, passed away. 


For several years he was "passed 


around" among aunts and uncles on 
Iowa farms. Then he was sent to 
Newburjr, Oregon, to live with other 
relatives in the new northwest. 
At 


fourteen young Hoover announced his 
intention of entering a "scientific uni- 
versity" instead of the Quaker insti- 
tution his relatives had picked out 
for him. Accordingly, he was cut off 
from financial assistance and that 
caused him to journey to Portland 
where he got a job, worked and saved 
and studied for his "scientific career." 


In the fall of 1891, Hoover had 


made enough to go down to Palo 
Alto, Cal., where Leland Stanford 
Junior University was just opening 
its doors.

1 an tic — laying the great mine bar- 
rage in the North sea, doing the 
suppogfHlly impossible, in a 
quiet 


business-like manner; its ships and 
ita men are continually adding lustre 
to the navy's already brilliant rec- 
ord of achievements. It is not gen- 
erally known that the United States 
Navy Department 
is building the 


most powerful radio station in the 
world, near Bordeaux, France, which 
will be known as the Lafayette Radio 
Station. This station is a product of 
the World War ami was temporarily 
discontinued after the date of the 
armistice, 
but arrangements twere 


made later whereby 
the 
French 


Government is to 
take over the 


station after HH completion by the 
United States Navy. Twenty per cent 
of the actual erection was accom- 
plished at the time of the armistice 
ami a contract for about $250,000 
was let on March 19, 1919 for the 
completion of the towers. This work 
is now going forward at a rapid rate 
and is practically finished. 
No in- 


stallation of similar size is known 
elsewhere in the world. The steel 
work consists of eight towers 820 
feet high, each taller than any other 
structure save the Eiffel Tower, and 
their erection 
demands 
the most 


skilled practice in the structural steel 
industry. A sending voltage of 140,- 
000 volts is proposed for the antenna 
system, enabling it to communicate 
with points in all part* of the world. 


During the war period, the Navy 


developed 
a vast wireless 
service 


which enabled us to keep in touch 
with our ships in all parts of the 
world, maintained 
continuous 
and 


rapid communication between 
the 


United States and Europe, South 
America, Central America, ^he West 
Indies, the Hawaiian Islands, Guam, 
Tutuila and the Far East, as well as 
between our own Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts. 


The Navy's radio station at Ar- 


lington, Virginia is considered to be 
one of the best radio stations in the 
world. 
The large volume of com- 


munication handled at this station 
during the war and the efficient man- 
ner in which it was handled was a 
vital factor to success in winning 
the war, 


The Navy's ladio station at San 


Francisco carrying out service be- 
tween San Francisco, Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii and Japan is the most effi- 
cient radio station in the world. Far 
better than any of the commercial 
stations. This radio system is of the 
greatest value to the Navy m time 
of peace, and absolutely vital to our 
operations in war. Improvements 
are continually 
being made in the 


present system. 


If it is possible to reach Mars by 


radio it is a ceitainty that one of the 
great naval radio stations will handle 
the communication. And if it is ad- 
visable to send someone to Mars on 
a rocket, no doubt one of our sailor- 
men will volunteer his services, and 
add another chapter to the Navy's 
history of big things accomplished. 


Malay Peninsula, Korea, Central and 
South America, Australia and Russia, 
co-operating with local mining com- 
panies in efforts at greater efficiency 
and production. 


With connections in all parts of the 


world and with offices in London, New 
York and San Francisco, observers tie. 
| clared Hoover was destined to become

Then suddenly in July, 1914, his 


plans crashed. 
With the outbreak of 


war, in the panic that seized London, 
all mining and development stocks 
lost value. 
Of course, Hoover's per- 


sonal foitune was safe, and it was 
Hoover who was equal to the occasion 
when thousands of Americans foun* 
Ihimsclves stranded and, penniless in 
Europe. 


That was where his i-escue work 


began. 
Organizing fellow engineers 


and raising $200,000 in addition to 
$250,000, the American embasscy got 
from home, Hoover established an of- 
fice at a London hotel and set about 
to get succor to Americans wherever 
they happened to be caught. 
'I lie 


office aided in cashing checks and 
drafts on faith, obtaining tickets and 
steamer accommodations and such 
other work as speeded up the return 
to America of tourists in wav—throl- 
tied Europe. 


But the experience in London was 


trifling compared to that which he 
"inherited" an Belgium. The Bel- 
gians, seeing German hordes over- 
running their little nation, sent an 
appeal to London for aid, both in 
money and food supplies. 
The Am- 


erican ambassador at London, re- 
membering so vividly Hoover's efforts 
in sending home Americans, 'told the 
Belgians about the "wizard at organ- 
ization." So Hoovet was drafted. 


Seeing his success in Belgium— 


where he spent upwards of $17,000,- 
000 a month in relief and in the four 
years of war clothed and fed nearly 
8,000,000 persons—President Wilson 
called on Hoover to become food ad- 
ministrator for the United States 
His lelief work, saving measures and 


thr advertised entrance examination J organization policies attracted the at- 
and was one of the first boys to reg- tentlon of the alhcd «w*nes and 
ister at the new university. 


It is open gossip around Stanford 


that Hoover was the poorest student 
on the campus in English, spelling 
and such studies. In mathematics, 
geology, economics and history, how- 
ever, tradition had it he excelled and 
even his enemies in the English de- 
partment were forced to 
give him 


credit for clearness in expressing his 
thoughts in themes, on scientific sub- 
ject. 


Hoover's undergraduate life 
was 


not entirely different from that of the 
average college fellow. 
He won hon- 


ors here and there when a cla.-<s elec- 
tion was up and on some occasions 
he was intrusted with student .finan- 
ces. Acquitting himself well in that 
lino, his friends say, proved he was 
successful in his first job of organi- 
zation. 


When he got his degree of A. B. in 


engineering and mining, he 
sought 


the advice of one of his professor*, 
who told him he oujtjit to entrr min- 
ing in the Sierras. 
Accordingly, 


Hoover hied himself across the moun- 
tains and got a job as a common la- 
borer in a mine at Grass Valley. A 
year later he had advanced to the po- 
sition of subforeman. 
After direct- 


ing work for a few months Yie~de- 
cided he had learned all he was likely 
to learn by manual labor, and so went 
to San Francisco. 


After a year or two with Louis 


Janin, the coast's foremost mining en- 
gineer, Hoover seized an opportunity 
to .go to Western Australia when the 
1897 
mining boom was on there. 
A 


little later the young engineer found 
himself in China, holding thp office 
of Director of Mines under the gov- 
ernment. But when he 
found the 


Chinese plans were mostly on papet 
he resigned and went to Tientsin, only 


1 to be caught in the storm of the Boxer 
i rebellion.

Instead of escaping, as he 
micrht 


i have done, Hoover declared it was his 


i duty to stick to his employes. They, 
' however, were used in Hoover's plans 
for defense, he instructing them to 


t throw up defenses pf any sort possible 
around his mines thus allowing the 


Hoover was made a member of the 
supreme economic! 
council 
which 


victualized the war-torn allied coun- 
tries. 


With the war now a closed book 


for more than a yeaf, Hoover has 
still kept up his, relief 
work. In 


New York he maintains an office foi

In addition his or- 
ganization still sells "Hoover food 
drafts" to Americans for their desti- 
tute relatives in Europe. 


Recently when Hoover was busy 


with the work of the industrial con- 
ference called by the President, he 
turned over his relief work in Wash' 
ington to Mrs. Hoover, who, with a 
: tiiff of .stenographers, conducted a 
good portion of the Hoover activities.

Diphtheria Is caused by a germ 


which rapidly multiplies and makes 
poisons (toxins) which, if unopposed, 
cause death. The diphtheria toxin is 
weakened or destroyed by substances 
culled antitoxin produced in the blood. 
If a diphtheria patient's, blood can pro- 
duce enough of this antitoxin-he gets 
well; it' not, he dies; or would die ex- 
cept that the horse makes antitoxin 
for him. 


When toxin from, diphtheria germs 


Is Injected into the horse, that animal 
manufactures in Its blood large quan- 
tities of diphtheria antitoxin. ' The 
fluid part of such lilood forms the anti- 
toxin of commerce and when injected 
into the human system sufficiently ear- 
ly and in adequate doses it will coun-

George died because he did not have 


antitoxin early enough and in suffici- 
ent dosage.

Of the sixteen cases directly trace- 


able to George B., two died. The rest 
recovered, but two of them were left 
with permanent deafness. 


There were 17,717 cases of diphthe- 


ria in Pennsylvania in 1019. 1833 died. 


Except for antitoxin snore than 7000 


would have died. 


If all had been diagnosed early and 


given full doses of antitoxin,

finest spray of spit coughed Into the 
air of a room, or talked or laughed 
into the face of another by one who 


j Has the disease or carries the germs 
In his month or throat. 


It may bo carried from hand to hand; 


by means of towels, common drinking 
cups or pencils; by a shared apple, 
common spoon or piece of chewing 
gum. 


Every case of sore throat In children 


should be seen by a doctor; sore throat 
should betreason enough to keep the 
4-hlld away from others and for having 
everything he touches boiled or tho- 
roughly washed with an antiseptic; and 
for those who attend him to wash 
their hiiitds-most carefully after they 
have touched him. Full doses of anti- 
toxin are given when in doubt. Croup" 
in young babies should suggest pos- 
sibility of diphtheria. 


Quarantine should be begun when 


diphtheria is suspected. 


The premises labled when the diag- 


nosis is reasonably assured. 


These simple |neasures if universally 


adopted^ will jdrive diphtheria from 
Pennsylvania and save hundreds of 
children in the next twelve months. 


After the sixth month practically all 
Infants can catch diphtheria. 
After 
ths tenth year many children are im- 
mune. The Schick test which is made 
by injecting a minute quantity of tox- 
in Into the skin, shows whether or not 
a person can catch the disease. If lie 
can catch ir, he can be permanently 
protected by Toxin-antitoxin injec- 
tions. 


If a person has been exposed to 
diphtheria and is given at least a 
thousand units of antitoxin he will not 
catch the disease, and is protected 
against it for three weeks. 
Antitoxin is safe. Those with asth- 
ma, or who are made sick by being 
near horses, or who are feeble should 


j first be given a small dose, before th« 


full quantity is injected.

The man who avows he's not a can- 


didate, and is. alternately claimed and 
rejected by both parties, got his start 
August 10, 1874, at West Branch, 
Iowa, a way station on the Rock Is- 
land railroad between Cedar Rapids 
and Burlington. 
When he was four 


years old his father died, and four 
yeara later the mother, who was a 
pious Quaker preacher, passed away. 


For several years he was "passed 


around" among aunts and uncles on 
Iowa farms. Then he was sent to 
Newburjr, Oregon, to live with other 
relatives in the new northwest. 
At 


fourteen young Hoover announced his 
intention of entering a "scientific uni- 
versity" instead of the Quaker insti- 
tution his relatives had picked out 
for him. Accordingly, he was cut off 
from financial assistance and that 
caused him to journey to Portland 
where he got a job, worked and saved 
and studied for his "scientific career."

It is not gen- 
erally known that the United States 
Navy Department 
is building the 


most powerful radio station in the 
world, near Bordeaux, France, which 
will be known as the Lafayette Radio 
Station. This station is a product of 
the World War ami was temporarily 
discontinued after the date of the 
armistice, 
but arrangements twere 


made later whereby 
the 
French 


Government is to 
take over the 


station after HH completion by the 
United States Navy. Twenty per cent 
of the actual erection was accom- 
plished at the time of the armistice 
ami a contract for about $250,000 
was let on March 19, 1919 for the 
completion of the towers. This work 
is now going forward at a rapid rate 
and is practically finished. 
No in- 


stallation of similar size is known 
elsewhere in the world. The steel 
work consists of eight towers 820 
feet high, each taller than any other 
structure save the Eiffel Tower, and 
their erection 
demands 
the most 


skilled practice in the structural steel 
industry. A sending voltage of 140,- 
000 volts is proposed for the antenna 
system, enabling it to communicate 
with points in all part* of the world. 


During the war period, the Navy 


developed 
a vast wireless 
service 


which enabled us to keep in touch 
with our ships in all parts of the 
world, maintained 
continuous 
and 


rapid communication between 
the 


United States and Europe, South 
America, Central America, ^he West 
Indies, the Hawaiian Islands, Guam, 
Tutuila and the Far East, as well as 
between our own Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts. 


The Navy's radio station at Ar- 


lington, Virginia is considered to be 
one of the best radio stations in the 
world. 
The large volume of com- 


munication handled at this station 
during the war and the efficient man- 
ner in which it was handled was a 
vital factor to success in winning 
the war, 


The Navy's ladio station at San 


Francisco carrying out service be- 
tween San Francisco, Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii and Japan is the most effi- 
cient radio station in the world. Far 
better than any of the commercial 
stations. This radio system is of the 
greatest value to the Navy m time 
of peace, and absolutely vital to our 
operations in war. Improvements 
are continually 
being made in the 


present system. 


If it is possible to reach Mars by 


radio it is a ceitainty that one of the 
great naval radio stations will handle 
the communication. And if it is ad- 
visable to send someone to Mars on 
a rocket, no doubt one of our sailor- 
men will volunteer his services, and 
add another chapter to the Navy's 
history of big things accomplished. 


Malay Peninsula, Korea, Central and 
South America, Australia and Russia, 
co-operating with local mining com- 
panies in efforts at greater efficiency 
and production. 


With connections in all parts of the 


world and with offices in London, New 
York and San Francisco, observers tie. 
| clared Hoover was destined to become

His services 
wore sought wherever there were 
minerals to b« drawn from the earth. 


Then suddenly in July, 1914, his 


plans crashed. 
With the outbreak of 


war, in the panic that seized London, 
all mining and development stocks 
lost value. 
Of course, Hoover's per- 


sonal foitune was safe, and it was 
Hoover who was equal to the occasion 
when thousands of Americans foun* 
Ihimsclves stranded and, penniless in 
Europe. 


That was where his i-escue work 


began. 
Organizing fellow engineers 


and raising $200,000 in addition to 
$250,000, the American embasscy got 
from home, Hoover established an of- 
fice at a London hotel and set about 
to get succor to Americans wherever 
they happened to be caught. 
'I lie 


office aided in cashing checks and 
drafts on faith, obtaining tickets and 
steamer accommodations and such 
other work as speeded up the return 
to America of tourists in wav—throl- 
tied Europe. 


But the experience in London was 


trifling compared to that which he 
"inherited" an Belgium. The Bel- 
gians, seeing German hordes over- 
running their little nation, sent an 
appeal to London for aid, both in 
money and food supplies. 
The Am- 


erican ambassador at London, re- 
membering so vividly Hoover's efforts 
in sending home Americans, 'told the 
Belgians about the "wizard at organ- 
ization." So Hoovet was drafted. 


Seeing his success in Belgium— 


where he spent upwards of $17,000,- 
000 a month in relief and in the four 
years of war clothed and fed nearly 
8,000,000 persons—President Wilson 
called on Hoover to become food ad- 
ministrator for the United States 
His lelief work, saving measures and 


thr advertised entrance examination J organization policies attracted the at- 
and was one of the first boys to reg- tentlon of the alhcd «w*nes and 
ister at the new university. 


It is open gossip around Stanford 


that Hoover was the poorest student 
on the campus in English, spelling 
and such studies. In mathematics, 
geology, economics and history, how- 
ever, tradition had it he excelled and 
even his enemies in the English de- 
partment were forced to 
give him 


credit for clearness in expressing his 
thoughts in themes, on scientific sub- 
ject. 


Hoover's undergraduate life 
was 


not entirely different from that of the 
average college fellow. 
He won hon- 


ors here and there when a cla.-<s elec- 
tion was up and on some occasions 
he was intrusted with student .finan- 
ces. Acquitting himself well in that 
lino, his friends say, proved he was 
successful in his first job of organi- 
zation. 


When he got his degree of A. B. in 


engineering and mining, he 
sought 


the advice of one of his professor*, 
who told him he oujtjit to entrr min- 
ing in the Sierras. 
Accordingly, 


Hoover hied himself across the moun- 
tains and got a job as a common la- 
borer in a mine at Grass Valley. A 
year later he had advanced to the po- 
sition of subforeman. 
After direct- 


ing work for a few months Yie~de- 
cided he had learned all he was likely 
to learn by manual labor, and so went 
to San Francisco. 


After a year or two with Louis 


Janin, the coast's foremost mining en- 
gineer, Hoover seized an opportunity 
to .go to Western Australia when the 
1897 
mining boom was on there. 
A 


little later the young engineer found 
himself in China, holding thp office 
of Director of Mines under the gov- 
ernment. But when he 
found the 


Chinese plans were mostly on papet 
he resigned and went to Tientsin, only 


1 to be caught in the storm of the Boxer 
i rebellion.

Instead of escaping, as he 
micrht 


i have done, Hoover declared it was his 


i duty to stick to his employes. They, 
' however, were used in Hoover's plans 
for defense, he instructing them to 


t throw up defenses pf any sort possible 
around his mines thus allowing the

council 
which 


victualized the war-torn allied coun- 
tries. 


With the war now a closed book 


for more than a yeaf, Hoover has 
still kept up his, relief 
work. In 


New York he maintains an office foi

In addition his or- 
ganization still sells "Hoover food 
drafts" to Americans for their desti- 
tute relatives in Europe. 


Recently when Hoover was busy 


with the work of the industrial con- 
ference called by the President, he

: tiiff of .stenographers, conducted a 
good portion of the Hoover activities.
